The purchase climaxes an agree­ 
ment transacted a year ago when 
the Pittsburgh Crucible Steel Co. 
of Midland. Pa., a subsidiary of the 
Crucible Steel Company of Ameri­ 
ca, lensed the plant for a year with 
an option to buy, and subsequently 
Increased the personnel and step­ 
ped up production. 
Operates As Separate Unit 
The plant will operate as a sep­ 
arate and distinct corporation un­ 
der Ohio laws and will be known 
as National Drawn Steel Co., Inc. 
The National Drawn Steel Co. 
was established in 1913 by a group 
of local 
businessmen 
with 
Con 
Cronin as president. 
Upon Mr. 
Cronin's death. J. C. Kelly succeed­ 
ed to the presidency. 
The plant operated until 1932 
when tt was sold at foreclosure to 
the Potters Savings and Loan Co., 
who in turn sold tt to W. H. Vod- 
rey. 
Subsequently It resumed op­ 
erations under its original name. 
The deal involved the transfer 
of a 7.4 acre tract of land, the of­ 
fice and power buildings and the 
plant proper, together with all per­ 
sonal property, Including machin­ 
ery, tools and fixtures. 
The plant will continue to oper­ 
ate as it has during the tat year. 
although officials are expecting in­ 
creased tonnage. 
Equipment in Good Condition 
A. L. Sonnbaalter, general man­ 
ager of the Crucible Steel Co. of 
Midland, declared that all machin­ 
ery and other equipment at the 
plant were in excellent condition 
and that -few improvements would 
be necessitated in the Immediate 
future. 
“We are hoping that increased 
business will force an expansion 
within the next few years, hut 'or 
the present we will operate with 
the same size personnel and at the 
same rate of production as last 
year." 
Officers of the new corporation, 
which will mean virtually a new in­ 
dustry- for East Liverpool, have not 
yet been chosen and will be an­ 
nounced at a later date.

reached “thousands.” said the real

They declared "many" refugees

Eight of the latter w ere in East 
Liverpool and W ellsville, one in 
W est Virginia, one 
in 
Pennsyl­ 
vania and one in Youngstown. Be­ 
cause of iack of tim e they were un­ 
able to visit all of the IOO or more 
producers supplying m ilk for the 
East Liverpool district. They may 
return later. 
The state investigators discuss­ 
ed their findings at a conference, 
with the board of h ealth in the 
City hall W ednesday night before 
returning to Columbus. A com plete 
report of this survey and recom ­ 
m endations will be sen t the local 
health board from the state office 
as soon as it can be compiled.

where Socialist Premier Blum Is in power, 
guy day may bring the end of his cabinet 


and ascendancy of fascism. 

It appears, must accept the 


fascist challenge hurled at it in Spain, or 


abandon its hopea of world conquest and 


retreat within the borders of Soviet Rus­ 


sia.

The 
thing which was only a possibility a few 
months m o has become almost a probabil­ 
ity —but not entirely so unless Russia, the 
evangelist of communism, decide* to Join 
the Issue squarely with the Italo-German 
preachers of fascism.

Proposed Amendments Sighted

t x TAP HING TON, Nov. 19—An unmistakable 
»> 
impression derived from after-election 
conversations here would seem to indicate 
that the next congress would be asked to 
submit to the people certain amendments 
to the federal Constitution. 
Haying received an overwhelming vote at 
the polls, the new m ajority party may be 
expected to seek the passage of social legis 
l&tion. and, In view of the decisions of the 
Supreme Court, amendment of th* Const!. 
Dillon would appear to be the logical and 
proper way to achieve the desired objec­ 
tives 
Any further experimentation with the so­ 
called no-man's land in the realm of consti­ 
tutional law leads only to periods of uncer­ 
tainty aud prolonged litigation. The idea. 
therefore, of 
proceeding directly 
with 
amendments to the Constitution is likely to 
win the approval, not only of those who may­ 
be opposed to specific measures yet who 
favor the constitutional process of making 
such changes, but of those who want to see 
the new powers granted to congress at the 
earliest possible moment. 
The question of whether the Constitution 
shall he amended to permit of a more cen­ 
tralized federal government 
by granting 
congress powers over “federal commerce” 
or over agriculture and Industry generally 
introduces elements of political strategy and 
possible delay. Atiy attempt to get a broad 
grant of power Is likely to run into diffi­ 
culties In ratification by the slates and may 
even postpone reforms that are sought In 
the immediate future. 
The other method, namely to 
propose 
specific 
amendments 
covering 
specific 
topics, would seem to have a better chance 
of success. 
Thus, with respect to minimum wage legis­ 
lation, the .Supreme Court of the United 
States, by Ha rejection of state minimum 
w age in wa, has cast doubt on w hether mini­ 
mum wage legislation 
can he written In 
such a way as to regulate, wages in the low. 
er brackets. 
Gov. london suggested that 
the federal Constitution he amended to give 
the states power to enact minimum wage 
laws for women. The new deal platform did 
not specify whether an amendment to the 
Constitution was favored so as to give the 
states alone mime power or the states and 
th# federal government combined. 
THIM correspondent believes that the sub 
mission to the people by a two thirds 
vote of both houses of congress of 
sn 
amendent giving the power to both congress 
and the states to enact minimum 
wage 
laws for men and women alike is an essen­ 
tial and Inevitable corollary of the election 
return*. 
The argum ent for minimum wage legis 
tattoo is not merely that It Is humanitarian, 
but that it lnc.rea.ses the purchasing power 
of the low income groups. Union labor here­ 
tofore has been in favor of minimum wage 
law* for women, hut has been opposed to 
minimum wave* 
for mea. it Is 
doubtful 
whether the labor forces today would stand 
in the way, however, of granting to con­ 
gress and the states the power to deal with 


the subject as th* need* of an economic sit­ 
uation may require, and that is all to be 
passed upon by a specific grant of power. 
Subsequent congresses 
and legislatures, 
when confronted with the question of en 
acting legislation under a broad grant of 
power, can deal with all the complicated 
questions that arise under minimum wage 
laws. 
If it be accepted that controlled economy 
la here and that the federal government ie 
the Instrument for the expression of the 
people'* desires to have the economic altus 
lion guided and directed from W ashington, 
then the plight of the persons in the low 
income groups in America deserves the first 
consideration. The Brookings institution, in 
its reports based on information from the 
U. S. census bureau, says: 
"Nearly 6,000,000 families, or more than 
21 percent of the total, had income* 
less 
than $1,000 In 1929. 
"About 12,000,000 families, or more than 
42 percent, had Incomes less than $1,600.” 
Here are 12,000,0<>0 families, and possibly 
two voters to a family, or approximately 
24.000.000 votes, in the low Income brackets. 
It is not unlikely that, in Mr. Roosevelt's 
26.000.000 votes, there 
wa* a 
substantial 
number of persons from the low Income 
groups mentioned above. 
X 
NY general effort to give the federal 
government power to control all wages 
and hours might lead at this time to a 
breakdown of the capital structure, for, how 
ever It might be Justified In theory, It is 
questionable whether the economic system 
could immediately digest such a drastic 
change. On the minimum 
w«ge 
proposal, 
however, the experiment is tried at the out- 
Ret In the lower brackets, where it is most 
vitally needed, lf the economic structure 
can stand the reform without breaking down. 
the way la paved for further changes, hut 
each change is one that is acted upon sep 
arately from any general election In which 
presidential personalities and local candl 
dates become involved. 
The minimum wage proposal will fur 
nish an Interesting fest, loo. of the attitude 
of the southern states, for It will mean giv­ 
ing future congresses* power to fix mini­ 
mum wages for the Negroes of the south 
along with the whites. The northern Negro 
leaders in the last election stated that they 
championed the cause of Mr. Roosevelt be 
cause he would favor economic equality for 
all Negroes 
namely, equal pay for equal 
work done. 
Fully 1,400,000 Negroes are in the south. 
and lf their purchasing power is increased 
as well as that of many of the poor people 
among the whites, an immediate transfor­ 
mation in the economic 
position of 
the 
whole south might he anticipated. 
For 
many year*, the south has lagged behind 
other parts of the country in total purrha* 
lug power, and a minimum wage law may 
be the very way by which Its economic 
progress at a puce in keeping with other 
section# of the country will he achieved. 
A minimum wage amendment to the fed­ 
eral Constitution is not the only amendment 
being diacussed, but it certainly takes first 
place in any social program.

N a comparatively short tim*, this nation 
whirh was literally benighted to Its ef­ 
forts st fingerprint identification has ad 
va need to a position greater Iii thai respect 
than that of gill the rest of the world com- 
bided. 
Only a few days ago, there reached the 
Identification division of the federal bureau 
of Investigation the six million three hun­ 
dred thousandth fingerprint card 
as 
con­ 
tributed by over 10,000 agencies In Amer­ 
ica, supplemented by 76 agencies from the 
rest of the world. And when you realize 
that It was only 35 years ago that the Henry 
system was Inaugurated at Scotland Yard, 
and 33 year* ago that the first fingerprint 
bureau in the history of American penology 
came Into being, this is Indeed remarkable 
progress 
A few years ago there were few finger 
print experts in America. Today the mini 
ber of experts employed in law enforcement 
agencies has Increased to thousand*. 
Only four years ago, the federal bureau 
of investigation determined to begin the 
building of a science laboratory. Al thai 
time, this was a task comparable with thai 
of a voice crying In the wilderness, for while 
Investigative fiction writers had done much 
to Implant the thought of scientific deter 
Hon the practical criminal chaser believed 
that he could Abtain better results by the 
old method built upon Information received 
In other words, an Informer was held Iii 
higher esteem than the exact finding* of 
science. However, with the aid of progres­ 
sive law enforcement officials, many of them 
members of this association, eagerly spread 
ing the word that here at last could be 
built a central agency, the missionary work 
was carried on. 
Today in the federal bureau of invest iga 
tion, approximately 50 scientists are steadily 
emidoyed and the work is Increasing by 
leaps and bounds until we can look for 
ward to the time when the unethical itiner­ 
ant “si)called'* expert, willing to testify for 
which side offer# the most money, the pro 
sedition or the defense will become a thing 
of the past 
The federal bureau has no bias and no 
opinion other than that brought out by the 
cold findings of the microscope, fingerprint 
development, equipment, chemical analysis, 
and related equipment. There Is no desire to 
convict when the evidence shows innocence 
and the finding* of the scientific laboratory 
are so reported, lf I may give an illustration 
from the hundreds of cases which flood 
through the crime laboratory, I would Uke 
to cite that of a murder in far a wa > Alaska 


\ PROSPECTOR was found slain in a re 
* * mote district 
Through the efforts of 
the United States marshal, the evidence in 
the case was taken by dog team across the 
snowy wastes and then flown by airplane 
Into Fairbanks Alaska, from which point it 
was forwarded to Washington Thi* evidence 
showed that two persons were suspected. 
One was an #x-convict, who had been fopnd 
leaving tho approximate scene of the crime 
carrying a rifle and with his clothing stained 
by blood; the other was an Eskimo boy. who 
also had been found in the neighborhood and 
also carrying a rifle. 
Naturally, 
the 
evidence 
pointed 
more 
strongly toward the ex-convlct because of 
his former record. However, the science 
laboratory viewed the evidence only as evl 
deuce and mad* its test* for the establish 
ment of human blood and the comparison of 
the murder bullet with that of the rifle* We 
sent the word to Alaska that the ex convict 
wa* innocent 
Hi* defense concerning the 
blood stain* wa* true for the chemical an­ 
alysis carried out more than 3.000 mile* 
from the scene of the crime had shown these 
blood stains to be from something other 
than that of a human life stream. Moreover, 
a bullet fired from the gun of the Eskimo 
boy showed conclusively when placed under 
a comparison microscope that It matched 
the bullet which had caused the death of the 
in ordered man. So the ex-convict was freed 


of suspicion and the kjskimo boy was con­ 
fronted with the evidence of science. He 
con fessed his crime and entered a plea of 
guilty in court. 
The bureau is embarking upon. a new 
effort to throw more tightly the net of 
science about the activities of the criminal 
world I refer to the National Stolen Prop­ 
erty File, In which It Is hoped thai descrip. 
(Iona oi certain type* of stolen property will 
he placed on file In Washington so that it 
may become a center of Identification In 
theft cases throughout the United States. 
Criminals may change their name, they 
may seek plastic surgeons in an effort to 
alter their appearance, they may buy politi­ 
cal and other pressure in order to remain 
(rep, they may seek the shadows of criminal 
hideouts, hut once their fingerprints travel' 
into the Identification division of the federal 
bureau of Investigation, little time passes 
before all of their efforts are made useless 
through the incontrovertible evidence of 
their fingerprints upon a m aster card In the 
files, and the notice which announces this 
man Is wanted 
In the history of the science there has 
never been a duplication of fingerprints. In 
spite of all the work and scheming of crook­ 
ed doctors, of the plans and expense, to say 
nothing of the torture, undergone by crimin­ 
als. there has never been a case in which a 
wanted man has been able to alter his finger­ 
prints beyond identification. 
May I suggest that whenever any Individ 
uni is arrested, whose fingers bears evidence 
of possible mutilation, the federal bureau he 
notified immediately In order that appro 
priate steps may he taken at once to secure 
Hie positive identification of the individual. 
I feel that every criminal who endeavors to 
mutilaje hi* fingerprints merely brands him 
self further as a criminal because he ne«e* 
sarily leaves scars on the bulbs of his fin 
gers which Immediately Indicate that he has 
endeavored to conceal his identity through 
this practice. 
T 
HE time will rome when these identifies 
tlon activities will he looked upon not 
only as the foe of the criminal but the friend 
of the good citizen, the protector, the assis­ 
tant. the character reference and the reposi 
tory of information which will give the hon 
est man greater freedom and greater peace 
of mind. 
I refer, of course, to the growth of civil 
fingerprinting, which now ha* reached a 
point where 200.000 fingerprint cards of 
reputable citizens are on file. In the bureau’s 
identification division, a total of 600 such 
civil cards arc heinie received each dav This 
means that the slow work of education is 
proceeding against the inhibitions of the 
average citizen. 
Civil fingerprinting should he looned upon 
by the average citizen as his protector In 
case of accident, amnesia, loss of identity or 
death, through circumstances which make 
hi* identification under ordinary means im 
possible. As conditions exist today, the crim 
Inal who is found dead may be returned to 
his loved one* for decent burial and for the 
eradlctlon of the uncertainties, the fear* and 
torments which descend upon a family when 
on# of its members has been lost for year# 
However, the honest citizen who dies under 
such circumstances and who is not protected 
by his fingerprint Identification go#* to a 
grave in a potter's field and hi* family sor­ 
rows for years in ignorance of his fate.

President’s Attendance At, 


Meetings Dec. 1 Gives 


Strength To Stand 


Br Th* United Pratt. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 19.—When 
President Roosevelt su ited cor­ 
respondence which will result In 
the assembly at Buenos Aires Dec. 
I of the Pan American Peace Con­ 
ference, he gave new strength to a 
tradition of fraternity among the 
American republics which has been 
fostered at the White House since 
the days of John Adams. 
The intention of delegates from 
21 countries at the peace confer­ 
ence to establish peace in the west­ 
ern hemisphere on a solid basis 
^and 
to facilitate 
inter-American 
Aknde conforms to objectives sought 
W ith 
varying 
enthusiasm 
by 
a 
majority of chief executives of the 
United States, and by the ablest 
statesmen of the southern repub­ 
lics. 
President Roosevelt and Secre­ 
tary of State Cordell Hull have 
met practical success beyond that 
of many predecessors in giving 
effect to a "good neighbor" policy. 
Even when most Latin America 
still was the domain of the Span­ 
ish crown, the White House in­ 
terest in the southern republics 
already was forshadowed. Jeffer­ 
son, as American minister to Paris 
I- 1787, was thoroughly informed 
about revolutionary movements in 
Mexico, Peru and Brazil. 
As early as 1786 he bad outlined 
the reasons for a future inter­ 
oceanic canal, and pointed out that 
"vessels from Europe on the west­ 
ern coast of Africa by entering the 
tropics, would have a steady wind 
and tide to carry them through the 
Atlantic through America and the 
Pacific ocean, to every part of the 
Astatic coast.” 
James Monroe as president gain­ 
ed immortality by the doctrine con­ 
tained In his message to congress 
in 1823. Long before that Monroe 
had sustained a policy supporting 
the Independence of the American 
countries in revolt against Spain, 
and in 1822 had supported their 
recognition. 
President John Quincy ' Adams 
.I in 1S25 accepted an Invitation for 
UK United States participation in the 
Congress of American States at 
^ Panama, and in a message to the 
United States congress suggested 
that the Monroe Doctrine be given 
a multi-lateral aspect. 
"An agreement between all par­ 
ties represented at the meeting (at 
Panama) that each will guard by 
its own means against the estab­ 
lishment of any future European 
colony within its borders may be 
found 
advisable,” 
Adams 
said. 
“This was more than two years 
since announced by my predeces­ 
sor (Monroe) to the world as a 
principle resulting from the eman­ 
cipation of both the American con­ 
tinents. It may be so developed to 
the southern nations that they will 
all feel it is an essential appendage 
to their independence." 
United States sent delegates to 
the Panama congress in 1826. but 
slow sailing delayed their arrival 
until after its adjournment. Many ! 
American international authorities j 
believe that the idea of a multi­ 
lateral "Monroe Doctrine'' should I 
be revived at Buenos Aires. 
Andrew Jackson, occupying the 
White House from 1829 to 1837, 


was the first president who sys­ 
tematically developed close com­ 
mercial relations with Latin Am­ 
erica. During his two terms many 
trade treaties were entered with 
other' American republics, all of 
which embraced the most-favored- 
nations clause, assuring the United 
States equality of treatment with 
any other country. 
Secretary Hull, like Jackson a 
Tennessean, has given extraordin­ 
ary 
attention 
to 
tnter-Amerlcau 
tradp during President Roosevelt’s 
term. 
Latin American policies of more 
recent presidents have had the fol­ 
lowing aspects: 
Theodore Roosevelt changed the 
map of the continent by rushing 
to completion the Panama Canal, 
but lost international 
favor by 
over-emphasis on the "policing'’ 
function of the United States in 
the Caribbean. 
William Howard Taft sponsored 
a policy of inter-American relations 
based 
on 
financial 
cooperation 
which soon ran against the slogan 
“dollar diplomacy" and failed. 
Woodrow Wilson envisaged Hie 
American republics aa a region In 
a world political system based in 
the League of Nations, and the 
Senate wrecked his program by re­ 
fusing 
to 
ratify 
the 
Versailles 
Treaty. 
Warren (J. Harding and Calvin 
Coolidge, 
through 
Secretary 
of 
State Charles Evans Hughes sought 
to establish inter-American peace 
and general relations on juridical 
rather than politiea) bases, and pro­ 
gress was made in the codification 
of international law and resort to 
arbitration. 
President Coolidge obtained spe­ 
cial credit for the resumption of 
more cordial relations with Mexico 
after a decade of dissatisfaction 
across the border, and by attend­ 
ance at the Pan American Confer­ 
ence at Havana in 1928. 
Herbert 
Hoover 
initialed 
his 
foreign policy before inauguration 
by a "good will" cruise to South 
America. Later he withdrew Ma- j 
rines from Haiti and started their 
withdrawal from Nicaragua. Full 
development of his intended policy 
was halted by the world depres­ 
sion.

Unfair Handicap 
To Young Child 


Early Recognition, Doctor’s 


Care Advised As Means 


Of Obtaining Relief 


By BOYAU 8. COPELAND, M. 0. 
NOT SO long Ago I told you how 
Im portant lo tho early recognition 
of defective, hearing in the school 
child. 
Today I want to toll you a 
bit movo about this serious prob­ 
lem of childhood. 
I am prompted 
to emphasise this m atter becauae 
of a law racently passed by the 
a u te of New York. 
This law requires th at ovary child 
under six yaara of age who la 
totally deaf, or whoso hoarlng la 
seriously impaired, m utt bo report* 
S 
d to tho itato commissioner of 
ealth 
Every attending or consult­ 
ing physician, 
nurse, 
parent or 
guardian having charge of any such 
minor Is required to report at once 
tho name, ago and residence of tho 
child. 
Low Aide Children 
Many a mother will become un­ 
necessarily alarmed over this an­ 
nouncement. 
Yet. in reality, it la 
meant for the benefit of the afflict­ 
ed child. 
Personally, I strongly ap­ 
prove of this law because it is like­ 
ly to assure such children the nec­ 
essary care and schooling. 
Bear in mind that normal baar- 
lng la essential to the child. School 
work requires a constant use of 
the ears. 
What he hears is as 
much a part of the child's educe 
Hon as what he learns by seeing 
or doing things. 
Like defective 
sight, impaired hearing la a defi­ 
nite handicap, not only in school 
work, but in the physical and so- 
; elal progress of the child. 
Many children are backward in 
I their school work, not making the 
, necessary progress. 
In many in­ 
stances, this la not becauae of any 
mental defect but merely becauae 
they are the victims of impaired 
hearing. 
Of course, not all such 
cases are of a serious nature, end 
often they respond to simple treat­ 
ment. 
But every effort must be 
made to determine the actual ex­ 
tent of the defect. 
Has Dire Results 
It is unfair to a child to have 
him compete in school work when 
he is handicapped by poor hearing. 
Aa a result of this defect, he be­ 
comes inattentive and soon falls 
behind his class. 
This may result 
In the development of an Inferior­ 
ity complex and extreme nervous­ 
ness. 
My advise is all parents is to
